Cerebral Palsy Clinic For 


Saskatchewan.-Announced 


REGINA.=—-Plans are underway 
to establish in Regina what should 
be the first ‘cerebral palsy clinic 
in Canada, according to Dr. CG. F. 
W. Hames, deputy minister of pub- 
lic health. 

Cerebral palsy is the result of 
a brain injury at birth which af- 
fects: muscular movements, caus- 
ing involuntary movement of the 
limbs. Because of varying degrees 
of brain damage, there may be 
other disabilities involved, such as 
poor eyesight and hearing, and 
speech may be affected. 

It is hoped that the cerebral 
palsy. clinic will be operating by 
September, 


In connection with the clinic 
there will also be a nursery school 
since it is necessary to develop 
the cerebral palsied child’s mind 
in order to successfully carry out 
treatment, : 

Arrangements are being made 
for mobile units to go out into 
rural areas for diagnostic .pur- 
poses. ; 
About 1,000 

In Saskatchewan it is estimated 
that 900 to 1,000 children under 
the age of 21 are victims of cer 
ebral palsy.

: An petiiecdiae characteristic of 
a capitalist economy is its appal- 
ling. waste, Both human and na- 
tural resources are often squander- 
“ed ‘in a manner that is gradually 

. awakening public attention and 
protest. 


But one of the areas of greatest 
wastage which capitalist propa- 
gandists have succeeded in gloss- 
ing over is the number of com- 

’ mercial “failures which relegate 
thousands of businesses to the 

* scrap heap every year, resulting in 
defaulted liabilities that bring 
losses to tens of thousands of in- 
vestors who have no protection or 
recourse even though the venture 
may have been ill-conceived from 
the start. 


From the accompanying tables, 
an examination of the figures for 
the years 1936-39 reveals the pre- 
war pattern of failures and de- 
faulted liabilities, while those for 
the years 1945-48 indicate how 


a quickly we are getting back to the 


pre-war ‘‘normal’’. 


Price $329.60 installed 


In the provincial breakdowns, 
for example, it will be noted that 
the wastage is greatest where 
business is blooming most. Beneath 
the headline—catching prosperity 
and expansion, the running sore of 
economic wastage becomes worse. 
Thus, Alberta’s postwar failures 
in number are only 17% of the 
prewar figure; but in defaulted 
liabilities, they represent 123%. 
While British Columbia’s postwar 
failures are only 53% of prewar, 
they again represent 108% in de- 
faulted liabilities. 

Looking at the whole Canadian 
scene, defaulted liabilities for the 
year 1948 had reached the total 
of over $15 millions, in excess of 
each of the prewar years listed. 

There is a second point of 
significance in these tables. Ever 
since Canada’s first C.C.F. gov- 


ernment wes elected in Saskat-| 


chewan in 1944, there has been a 
ceaseless flood of propaganda de-

LABOR’S SHARE OF 
INCOME DOWN 7 


OTTAWA, (CPA).—Labor’s 
share of the national income has 
declined seven per cent in Canada 
from the pre-war 1988 level, ac- 
cording to ‘a statistical survey 
released by the United Nations 


recently. 
The report, made public ‘in 
‘New York, also showed United 


States workers worse off by 4° 
‘per cent in relation, to their 
country’s total income. Socialist

pulled up the ‘workers’ share by

The original Hic meis of the Al- 

verta Wheat Pool contributed 
approximately $8.6 million in the 
form of elevator and commercial 
reserves. In the earlier years of 
the movement interest was paid on 
such reserves. ? 

The 1929-30 over-payment 
guaranteed by the Alberta govern- 


| ment created a Pool debt of $5.6 


million to the government. The 
Alberta Wheat Pool ceased paying 
interest on reserves at that time 
and used ‘elevator earnings to 
liquidate the .debt to the govern- 
ment. That debt left the ‘equity 
of Pool members at about half 
the original contribution. The Al- 
berta Wheat Pool has striven to 
re-establish the ‘full ,equity of 
those who contributed to Pool re-. 
serve, -and ine recent years has re- 
deemed such reserves at one 
hundred, cents on the dollar. Pool 
reserves redeemed to-date at one 
hundred cents on the dollar amount 
to $4.8 million. 

During the_past eighteen years, 
the Alberta Wheat Pool was able 
to pay over $8 million on principal 
and interest to the government, 
and $4.8 million’ in redeeming re- 
serves. It was obviously impossible 
to ‘pay interest on top of such 
accomplishments. 

Much has been said for and 
against the Wheat Pool’s stand in 
1929-30 in trying to stem the 
downward trend in wheat prices 
-but.there was_no Wheat.Board in 
those days and the government 
was loathe to interfere in wheat 
marketing operations. Largely 
through the influence of the Wheat 
Pools, the Wheat Board was sub- 
sequently established and govern- 
ment maintenance of prices is now 
an accepted thing—even in ortho- 
dox business circles. 

The operations of, Alberta Pool 
do not constitute a 
monopoly. The number of Pool 
houses total ‘about a quarter of 
the number of country clevators 
in the province. No grain producer 
is under any compulsign to deliver

; PEOPLE’S BEST HOPE 
HE CLOSER we get to election day the more apparent 
it becomes that no party is likely to have a clear 
majority in the next parliament. There are some who see that 
eventuality as a calamity. On the contrary it may be a boon 
to the Canadian people in the next four years, second only 
to the election of a C.C.F. government. ~ 

If it is true, as George Drew suggests, that the slump is 
already here although the people have not had time to realize 
it, there is nothing that will prevent another major depres- 
sion in Canada but a bold, imaginative, vigorous program of 
public enterprise. Public investment, a nation-wide program 
of public works and a comprehensive social security plan 
aon will cushion the shock of depression for the Canadian 
people. 

A Tory government will not carry out such a program. 
If a Tory government did not have a clear majority in 
parliament it probably would prefer defeat in the House 
to doing what needed to be done. It would be a good thing 
to be able to defeet such a government in parliament and 
force its resignation. 

A Liberal government would not carry out such a pro- 
gram—unless forced to do so, partially at least, by fear of 
defeat. : 

So the only worthwhile hope of the Canadian people in 
the likely event of a slump in the next four years, is to 
elect a C.C.I°. government or to have a large enough group 
of C.C.f. members in parliament to defeat a government 
that will not act, or to be a prod to a government which 
might be induced to take some effective action rather than 
go down to defeat. 

Failing the election of a C.C.F. government the next 
best thing that could happen on June 27th is the election 
of a C.C.F. group big enough to hold-the balance of power. 


ON “WASTING” A VOTE 


IF ALL the stupid, thoughtless things that may be done 

by a voter in any election, voting for something he 

doesn’t want or doesn’t believe in so that he will not “waste 
his vote” is the most asinine. 

A vote is never ‘‘wasted” when it is cast for something 
the voter wants or believes in. The only way to waste a 
vote is to poll if for a man or a party whose program or 
principles are corlrary to the voter’s views or desires. A 
vote so cast is not only wasted, it is prostituted. 

_Apart altogether from the moral duty to adhere to one’s 
principles in casting one’s vote, there is a practical reason 
why believers in the C.C.F. program, for example, should 
vote for the C.C.F. candidate, whether or not he is likely to 
win the election. Every vote cast for the C.C.F. program 
adds up to national support for the program and forces 
unwilling governments to take heed. It is indisputable that 
the C.C.F. in Canada, without holding office, has accomplish- 
ed much—-because it had visible’ and growing support in the 
country, of which governments were forced to take cogni- 
zance.

N an April issue of the People’s 

. Weekly, Miss Ruth Cherry, of 
Calgary, refers to the work of the 
women members of the. British 
Labor Party, and it may be that 
Canadian comrades would like a 
picture of these women at work. 

All women who join the Labor 
Party havé the right to attend’ the 
meetings for women members, 
which. organizations are known as 
‘wgmen’s sections. In Britain today |- 
there are over 1,800 such sections, 
some very large, some quite small, 
but whether large or small in the 
main meeting regularly and play- 
ing a very important part in party 
organization. The first purpose of 
the women’s section is. to do edu- 
cational work among women mem- 
bers in the party so that they in 
turn can hope to persuade others 
‘to Labor’s viewpoint. 

Sc-tion meetings are addressed 
by speakers, have discussions and 
keep in close contact with local 
government affairs. The settions 
on a divisional basis are linked 
into federations or central com- 
mittees, then over an area into an 
advisory council. unit. This latter 
is the body responsible for the 
main drive in educational work. 
And what is the work?

Always at the advisory coun- 
cil’s annual meetings held in 
February of each year a portion of 
the day’s business is ‘Future 
Activities’ and in this the con- 
ference gets a broad plan of work 
for a year ahead.

Health Insurance‘Fine 
Say English Doctors 


HE INTERVIEW didn’t go 
ce the way the doctor-inter- 
viewer had expected: ° 

The interviewer was Dr. Edward 
H. Skinner of Kansas ‘City, Mo., 
who is editor of the Kansas City 
Southwest Clinical Society’s bulle- 
tin and also a leader in the Nation- 
al Physician’s Committee, which 
is vigorously opposing national 
health insurance. 

All set to get some good grist 
for this committee’s mill, Dr. Skin- 
ner interviewed at a conference 
of the American Cancer Society 
at Memphis, Tenn.,: two doctors 
from England, where national 
health insurance has been in opera- 
tion a little less than a year. The 
men were Sir Stanford Cade and 
Dr. Brian W. Windeyer. This is 
how the interview went, as report- 
ed by Conwell Carlson. in the 
Kansas City Star: 


“What is the effect on the in- 
come and social status of English 
doctors?” 


“Fine,” said Sir Stanford. 


“Fine?” Dr. Skinner said, as if 
his ears heard wrong. : 

“Fine”, repeated Sir Stanford, 
and he leaned forward. “More pa- 
tients;*more“income.’"""" 7 

This is not what Sir Stanford 
had predicted of the health scheme 
he had opposed so vigorously. dur- 
ing Dr. Skinner’s 1947 visit to 
England. 

“Exactly,” said Sir Stanford, “it 
hasn’t worked out as I feared. I 
must tell you frankly the doctors 
of England are being disillusioned 
in a pleasant way.” noe 


More Work, More Pay 


“We still have our essential 
freedom.

And the people, I am 
sure, are getting better medical 
care.”’

“Are the doctors still obligated 
to visit some patients in their 
homes?” Dr Skinner continued. 

“Tf the doctor has signed a con- 
tract to give such service—-yes,” 
was the answer. ° 


Choose Own Doctor 


“Is a patient allowed to trans- 
fer from one doctor to another— . 
Has he a free choice of a physi- 
cian?” aa ; 

“The patient has this choice, 
and the doctor, too, has the right 
npt to continue to treat a patient 
if he feels results are not what. 
they should be,” Dr. -Windeyer 
replied. 

“How does it, affect hospital 
morale, and nursing services?” Dr, 
Skinner went on. 

“The pay of nurses has been 
doubled,” Dr. Windeyer said. 


No Lack of Enterprise 


“Isn’t there a lack of enterprise 
and initiative on the part ‘of doc- 
tors?. If they have a stipulated in- 
come from each patient, paid by 
the government, why should they 
seek to give improved service or 
seek out better ways?’ / 

“Dr. Skinner,’ said Sir Stan- 
ford in response to these questions, | 
“we are finding that the standard bere 
of care the doctor gives is as good Be 
as under the private enterprise ~~ i 
method. A man is inherently hon- 
est and a secker*of better ways 
toward health, or he isn’t. That 
applies to different doctors in 
either type of service. 

“I would suggest,’”’ Sir Stan- 
ford continued, “that the Ameri- - 
can doctor welcome any plan of: 
medical service to all, projected in 
America. Let the doctor go into. it 
and give the leadership. You have 
a great and rich country, fine 
doctors, and when the ground- 
swell of ‘a national medical serv- 
ice starts,.the opportunity is for 
the doctors more than for the 
politicians, in the final analysis, 

“We assume that the people 
trust competent doctors, under a 
national medical service or other- 
wise, and are finding that the doc- 
tor more than the poljtician is the 
determining factor in the actual 
control of socialized medicine. So 
I say to you and other doctors of 
America—when a national health 
service is wanted, go into it as 
leaders and planners of a compre- 
hensive enterprise desired by the 
majority of the people.’
